(/)—With high hopes of reaching the 


Umberto Nobile set out in the dirigible 
alia at 4:40 o'clock this morning. 
There was a picked crew aboard, and 
with favorable atmospheric conditions, 
which prevailed at the start, the ex- 
plorer hoped to reach the pole by 
midnight. 

At 9 o’clock came word that the 
Italia was over Amsterdam island, 
northwest of Spitzbergen, and at noon 
the dirigible radioed that the flight was 
progressing satisfactorily and all was 
well. The wind was then northeast. 

The dirigible reported by wireless at 
10 p. m. that it was following the 24th 
meridian [West] northward of Green- 
land toward the north pole. It was 
expected to reach the pole at about 
one o’clock Thursday morning. 

(The time quotations in the above 
presumably are Greenwich mean time, 


which is seven hours ahead of Chicago | 


daylight savings time.) 


Will Plant Pope’s Cross. 

At an average speed of from 40 to 
50 miles an hour the Italia could 
cover the distance between her start- 
ing point and the pole, approximately 
750 miles, in time to reach her destina- 
tion by midnight. 

Gen. Nobile carries with him the 
oaken cross confided to his care by the 
pope and will set is up at the pole. 

The cross was blessed and kissed 
by Father Safranohci, the priest of 
the expedition, just before the start 
was made: The crew of the Italia 
witnessed the ceremony. 

The present expedition is expected 
to last from 30 to 40 hours. On May 
11, Gen. Nobile made his first attempt 
to penetrate into polar regions in the 
Italia, but returned to Kings Bay after 
seven hours because of had weather 
conditions. On May 15 he started a 
flight to Lenin Land, returning to 
Kings Bay and returned on May 18 
after a flight of 68 noe without see- 
ing any new land. 

Nobile's Second Trip to Pole. 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Umberto Nobile’s third flight of 
exploration in the Italia in less ‘than a 
month has brought him for the second 
time in his life over the north pole. 
Two years ago it was in the dirigible 
Norge, under Nobile’s command, that 
Lincoln Elisworth and Roald Amund- 
sen crossed the pole from Spitsbergen 
to Alaska. 

This latest conquest of the north 
pole is the fourth, including Admiral 
Peary’s march with sleds across the 
frozen arctic seas. The flight of the 
Norge across the pole was preceded 
by a few days by the airplane flight 
to the top of the world by Commander 
Byrd and Floyd Bennett. 

_ Preceded by Wilkins. 

By ironical coincidence, Gen. No- 
bile’s present exploration of the arctic 
regions in a lighter than air craft was 
preceded by only a short time by air- 


plane. 

In April Capt. Wilkins and Lieut. 
Eielson, with much the same object 
in view as Nobile—the possible dis- 
covery of new land—took off from 


Greenland, landed on a small island
